Charleston, Sept. (V— Although it is 
now impassible to miiko any approxi- 
mately accurate money estimate of the 
amount of property destroyed, it becomes 
plainer with every day's developments 
that tho blow is ouu from which the city 
will not recover in many a year.

light of day; bent and broken palings 
and awning rods, lamp-posts twisted into 
all conceivable shapes and standing at all 
poaaltile angles — that is all tliat la left of 
what a week ago was one of tho m03t 
picturcsuuo an l beautiful of Southern 
cities. The railway trains are all now 
making regular trips, but fur seventeen 
miles before reaching the cny tho elfect 
of tho earth's recent convulsions are per- 
ceptible. There uie reus and fissures 
aloug the truck through which a wet, 
muddy sand has buiieu and heaped ltaelt 
up in little hulook.1. The rails and ties 
have been bent and twisted and moved 
about until tho work of repeated repairs 
has given tho roadbed trie appearance of 
being newly constructed, and the trains 
crawl slowly along, cieepmg uinidly over 
creaking bridges, and now and then com- 
ing to a dead amp, to make sure that all 
is safe before them.

OtfB MARITIME 1 NT l'i BESTS, 

The immediate I'fTuctn of a Dominion 
miniuter'a visit to British Columbia huvo 
Bbldom Beon bo marked us in tho case of 
tlio lion. George Foster, minister of mar- 
ino ami fisheries. To-duy, in accord- 
nnco with Ilia instructions, tho schoonor 
Pathfinder, specially littod for tho pur- 
nose, loiives for Queen Charlotto's islands, 
tlio object boini; to tost tho valuo of the 
black cod banks of thoso coasts, to tlio 
publicity of whose existence wo are main- 
ly indebted to Judye J. G. Swan, of Port 
Townsond. A few days ago, lion. Mr. 
Foster, speaking at Winnipeg on his way 
east from liritisli Columbia, alluded to 
what ho rightly termed tho necessity of 
establishing a marine observatory on the 
south-west coast of Vancouver island, 
which would bo connected with Victoria 
by telegraph. By this moans any vessels 
entering tho straits could signal the sta- 
tion from whence the information could be 
promptly roported to this city to the ad- 
vantage of merchants, tug owners and 
pilots. Tho maintenance of telegraphic 
communication between Tatoosh light, 
noar Cape Flattery, and the ports of tho 
Sound gives American tugs on inestimable 
advantage in competition with the British 
boats. Wo have long advocated tho estab- 
lishment of such communication to aid in 
overcoming the heavy handicapping of tho 
towing interests of this province. Evon at 
Race Books lighthouse — comparatively good 
point of observation — there exist no moans 
of signalling this port, and it is no uncom- 
mon thing for tho newspapers to bo com- 
pelled to report the arrival of a vessel in 
Royal Roads — name unknown. This state 
of tilings, revealing as it does such a want 
of provision for the shipping iuterosts of 
this province, is simply deplorable, and tho 
prospect of its being remedied must be mot 
with the greatest satisfaction. Apart from 
the disadvantages ol unequal competition 
between British and American towboats— 
by which a large annual sum that would 
be circulated in this province is lost to it, 
and the fact that an industry is depreciated 
by lack of sufficient return — there is tho 
delay in arrival of those vessels who, missed 
by, or refusing American tugs, have no 
means of apprising this port of their pre- 
sence in the straits. Time is money, 
especially with business men; and any 
means by which if can be economized is of 
groat importance. Not long ago tho British 
ship Flora 1'. Stafford arrived in 
tho straits, and entered Port Angeles, 
from which place the eaptaiu 
telegraphed to Victoria for a tug. In re- 
sponse, the steamer Alexander went over, 
but during some delay that arose, an 
American tug that had boon informed by 
telegraph of tho ship's arrival, obtained 
the cow and left for I'ort Moody, The 
tug paased tho Burrard Inlet custom house 
with supreme unconcern, and getting a 
friendly New Westminster onstoms officer 
to clear her at Fort Moody, she loft again, 
and it was not for want of opportunity 
that she did not take away another tow. 
With, therotoro, tho undoubted benefits 
that will bo bestowed by a telegraph sta- 
tion or marine observatory on the British 
side of the straits' entrance, there is want- 
ed the establishment of an effective means 
to prevent American tugs towing to and 
from any of our ports that tlioy may 
chooao. On Puget Sound, Port Townsend 
is the only American port of outry (ex- 
cept that of Roche harbor, San Juan, 
created in the interest of American 
tugs), so that should any vessel bound 
for any other American port on 
the Sound accept the services of a British 
tug the latter would be compollod to 
enter at Fort Townsend, and having done 
im> would bo unablo to clear for any othor 
American port. Thus a barrier is pre- 
sented permitting no evasion. In British 
Columbia, however, tho case is different. 
Victoria, New Westminster, Burrard 
Inlet, and Nanaimo, all are ports of en- 
try; and the only way, so far as wo see, 
to obviate what is a decided hardship 
would bo to create Victoria (with the ox- 
ception of that on the Stickoen river, and 
that of Fort Simpson) the sole porfof 
entry fur Brit ish Columbia, it being in 
tho interest of trade and commerce that 
it should lie so. 



T11E BULGARIAN HEMS ATI ON. 

European statesmen are still puzzled at 
the attitude of Bismarck towards Russia. 
It can scarcely he doubted that tho Bul- 
garian trouble is as distasteful to Ger- 
many and Austria as it is to England. 
Germany affects an indifference: but Aus- 
tria makes no ollurt to conceal her feel- 
ings. She thoroughly distrusts, while 
her Hungarian subjects fairly hate Rus- 
sia and burn to be set loose. But who 
shall "bell tho cat?" Germany and Aus- 
tria would be glad to huvo Great Britain 
do the lighting and the spending neces- 
sary to drive Russia back; but Great 
Britain's interests in tho preservation of 
Turkey are not as weighty as those of the 
two great powers of central Europe, and 
it is not likely that she will permit her- 
self to bear the brunt of a quarrel in 
winch she lias an interest nioro remote 
thun Germany and Austria. England 
will be hailed as tlio greatest of nations 
if bIio will but decide to spend blood and 
money in lighting RuBsia, while central 
Europe looks on. Russian agents and 
roubles have boon busy in Bulgaria, and 
the coup d'etat has succeeded in driving a 
brave prince from his throne (which tho 
powers guaranteed) and reducing Bul- 
garia to tlio position of a Russian de- 
pendency. Is (in Lord Salisbury's 
words) "tho integrity of the Turkish Em- 
pire as defined by treaties of great import- 
ance to tho interests of England ?" If so, 
it behoves England to know how that em- 
pire stands. Unusual forces of Russian 
troops are being concentrated at three 
points- in Southern Poland (whore man- 
oeuvres on a largo scalo, to which no 
foreign officers are to be invited, take place 
next month), in Bessarabia, and in Asia 
Minor, opposite Erzeroum, where separate 
corps d'annee are being' formed. Aro we to 
read of a march across tho Danube, with a 
large force prepared to oppose Austria if 
sho interferes, or of a dash into Armenia ? 
The Neuo Frelo Proline, after rigorously 
stigmatising tho treachery of the conspira- 
tors at Solia and the cowardly ingratitude 
of the Bulgarian people, says: 

" Half Europe has been accessory to this 
abominable conspiracy, and the proof is 
that, without awaiting precise information 
as to what has happened, tho Cabinets of 
Berlin and St. Petersburg seem already to 
be perfectly well informed, and have issued 
their '»"' i/'wj/v. it now rests' with Eng- 
land to try and paralyze the Russian suc- 
cess, and if Prince Alexander escapes from 
tli^ hands of the brigands who hold him, it 
is possible thai he may yel play a great part 
under England's direction and as her in- 
strument. For the present, however, the 
situation in the Balkans has greatly chang- 



ed for the worse, Europe had begun to 
hope that a collection of small but indepen- 
dent Balkan Statos would keep tho balance 
between tho rivalries of tho great empires. 
But now Russian influeuco is predominant 
onco more. All the vexatious questions of 
frontier limit, compensations, and counter 
poises will now have to be opened again, 
and Austria Hungary will not bo 
treated on equal terms unless, indeed, their 
Ministers, have taken euro of their interests 
already. They are very curious to 
learn what price Russia can have offered 
to Austro-Huugary for allowing tho road 
to Constantinople to bo reopened to her," 
The following words from tho P rosso aro 
noticeable, for this journal is Count Tatl'e's 
organ : 

"Two points of view have to bo consider- 
ed. Tho first is that of European peace, 
which we boliuvo to bo seamed by tho 
Triple Alliance. Put tho second point 
touches tho interests of Austro-Huugary. 
We aro persuaded that Count Kalnoky will 
know how to defend those interests. If 
Austria consents to Russia's now conquest 
it can bo only ou condition that she has a 
share in the • moral and material profits 
which Russia has obtained." 



Mr. S ten house, ML l». on Hie 
Proposed Northern Ctcist 
Railroad, 

To THE EDITOR: — Your graceful advo- 
cacy in to-day's Colonist of a railway 
scheme, in which tho people of Gotnox 
aro so largely interested, cannot be al- 
lowed to pass without a word of acknowl- 
edgment on behalf of my constituents. 
I read your editorial with delighted sur- 
prise. It is to be hoped that the princi- 
ple of this scheme, as propounded by 
"J. S. EL," in tho same paper, will be 
frankly recogniaod by the parliament of 
the province and of tho Dominion. The 
working details apparently require seme 
littlo modification. "J. S. II." scorns to 
propose an absolute conveyance of torri 
tory to the company or syndicate that 
may bo ontrusted with tho work of budd- 
ing tho line. Now, it is extremely im- 
probable, to say tho least, that the people 
of Vancouvor Island will permit tho es- 
tablishment of another oligarchy like that 
of Dunsmuir, Crocker it Co. [n all 
future grants for railway purposes the 
lands so convoyed must be hold under 
such restrictions as will secure to immi- 
grants the right to purchase and pre-empt 
the soil, on payment to the company of a 
fixed price. All burnt j'lde settlors, more- 
over, should have the further privilege of 
acquiring tho minerals and baser metals 
in their respective claims at a statutory 
price. Other safeguards aro desirable that 
need not bo noticed here. Such limitation 
of ownership would of course necessitate a 
larger grant than would suffice if the pos- 
session were absolute. But, as", I. S. II." 
happily observes, "the principle will re- 
main the same, — a few thousands of acres 
more will only stagger small idea,! people." 

Nothing short of the extension of rail- 
road communication to Comox will over 
allay the bitterness of feeling that has been 
engendered there by the wholesale conilsca - 
tion of its public lauds. So strong indeed 
was this feeling at tho late election that it 
caused the defeat of Mr. W. M. Dingwall, the 
sitting member, who is socially the most 
popular man in the district. Of the forty 
electors who polled for him, quite one- 
half voted for the man and not for his party . 
It is certain that no government without a 
sound railway policy will ever be regarded 
with much favor in Comox,

The engineer, William Harris, of the 
freight train, is blamed, it is said that 
ho had orders to moot tho excursion train 
at Irving, but failed to obey 
instructions, and was running at full 
speed. Scenes in the smoking 
car wore most harrowing. The first warn- 
ing was a slight jar caused by tho heavy 
pressure of the air brakes. Some of the 
passengers stirred themselves in their seals 
seemingly apprehending danger, Then 
came :i terrible shock, followed by the 
smashing of tho windows and reef of the 
car, and immediately all was a mass of 
bleeding and struggling humanity. Men, 
covered with blood, were locked in each 
other's arms, while underneath them and 
on all sides lay the poor unfortunates who 
were instantly killled— crushed out of 
all human resemblance, Tho wound- 
ed crawled out of tho debits, and 
were assisted to neighboring houses. 
People brought bedding, etc., on which 
to lay dead and dying, and did all they 
could to relieve tho sufferings of the 
wounded until tho arrival of medical aid. 
Mrs. J. II. Siegol, of Brie, passenger, who 
was on her way to Buffalo, arrived horo 
safely this afternoon. ]n an interview 
she said: "1 was in the first coach next 
to tho smoking car. The lirst we knew of 
tho collision was a terrific crash like an 
explosion. Nobody was hurt, except 
those in the smoking cur, not a single car 
was thrown from the track, but tho 
smoker was completely telescoped. Ono 
young man in tho Bmoker saved himself 
by dropping on the Boor, and escaped with 
a few bruises. I did not learn tho cause 
of tho accident, but wo were going very 
slowly while u freight train was coming at 
a high rate of speed. We were just one 
coach length off the trestle when tho col- 
lision occurred." Twelve have boon re- 
ported killed. Fourteen seriously wound- 
ed have been taken from the wreck.

Itussin Backing Down. 

A Promise Exacted Not lo Oc- 
cupy Bulgurin. 

An Improbable French Kviuor. 

BTJBSIA. 

London, Sept. 14. — A dispatch from 
Vienna to the Times says there are 
rumors in diplomatic circlus at tho Aus- 
trian capital that tho recent negotiations 
between the three emperors have re- 
sulted favorably, and that there are now 
good prospects of an agreement shortly 
between Russia, Germany and Austria, 
relative to their common action in Bul- 
garia, in regard to the immediate future. 
A dispatch says that it is slated that Rus- 
sia has yielded her plan of proceeding 
alouo in Bulgaria, and intends now to 
treat the whole matter on u basis of the 
treaty of Berlin and submit it to the 
consideration of Europe. 

ENGLAND, 
London, Sept. 14. — Clauao one of Par- 
nell'a F ind Bill enacts that the land 
court shall bo empowered to make tem- 
porary abatement of route when it shall 
deem such action just and expedient. In 
casos of holdings guarded by Act of 1881, 
it is provided that half rents duo or half 
routs in arrears shall be paid where 
it shall have boon proved to the satisfac- 
tion of tho courts that tenant is unable 
to pay the balance without losing his 
holding or deprive himself of moans to 
cultivate or stock his holding. Clauao 2 
extends tho provisions of clause 1 lo 
holders of unexpired lease and lease 
holders whoso leases havo expired since 
tho Act of 1881, and havo been renewed 
on a basis of yearly tenant, Clause I! 
empowers suspension of evictions on pay- 
men' of half rentals into court until case 
is decided. 

FRANC E. 
Parih, Sept. 14. — The Ropublique 
Franoaiso stales that tho anil au demands 
tho evacuation of Kgypfc by the English, 
and that Russia supports Turkey's do- 
maud. 

BULGARIA. 
Soi l.,, Sept. 14.— The Bombranje has 
elected Giokoff, president. It has also ap- 
pointed commissioners to draft a reply to 
the address of tho government to. devise and 
submit measures for a settlement of Prince 
Alexander's property in the country. Tho 
state will purchase all this property for 
$400,000 retaining $200,000 of this sum to 
liquidate the I'rluoo's indebtedness to the 
National bank. This year's budget calls 
for $10,000. The Porto Iiuh informed tho 
Bulgarian government that Turkey accepts 
Alexander's abdication and promises not to 
occupy Bulgaria so long us tho country is 
quiet and law and order urn preserved 
therein. 

The Powers replying lo tho Forte's pro- 
test against any foreign occupation of Bul- 
garia declare there will be no foreign inter- 
vention in Bulgaria. Russia gives guaran- 
tee to this effeot.

EUROPE. 

Nbw York, Sopt. 12. — Hon. Thomas 
Bower O'Connor cables from London to 
the Star: Bismarck ia probably tho most 
unhappy man in Europe to-day, burring 
Chamberlain, I recently told you in 
these dispatches that Germany had sud- 
denly found herself in a situation of ex- 
treme gravity, threatened seriously by a 
combination between France and Russia, 
Facts that have rocuntly come to light 
show beyond a shadow of doubt that an 
alliance, offensive and defensive, between 
France and Russia was for some days on 
tho point of being concluded. It has been 
averted for a moment by Bismarck's sub- 
mission on the Bulgarian question; but 
danger still exists, and the combination, 
whether in tho form of an alliance or in 
that of a friendly uiidurstaiiding for sim- 
ultaneous military operations, stills hangs 
over Bismarck's head . 

Russia has temporarily become tho dic- 
tator of Europe, and 'Jeruiany obeys tho 
czar's decrees. No onu here bolieios that 
Bismarck will tamely submit to the role 
circumstances have forced on him. Rus- 
sia is triumphant now, and France looms 
up again behind her. Bismarck, in an 
interview with a French correspondent, 
has confessed as much, declaring that 
France has made rapid advances since the 
Franco-German war. This admission is 
the nioBt significant utterance since the 
rupture of tlio treaty of Berlin by Russia. 

All Europe is restless, increasing arma- 
ments, talking Slid thinking of war, in- 
triguing secretly, negotiating alliances, 
and preparing for the next great struggle. 
Russia alone, of all the groat powers, ap- 
pears to know her will, and to bo moving 
resistlessly toward its accomplishment, 
deterred by no obstacles, and having her 
own way in aiiitoof treaty obligations and 
tho wishes and power of the others. 

Bismarck's difficulty, which has proved 
Russia's opportunity, is the vacillation of 
Austria. Tlio Austrian ministry is ham 
pored by popular hatred of Russia, par- 
ticularly among the Hungarians. 

The choice of a successor to Prince 
Alexander will make plenty of oppor- 
tunities for picking a quarrel over the 
spoils. England snarls and growls, but 
will no nothing Berioua, She has no land 
forces, and no military systuni calculated 
to unable her to wage war on land with u 
military power like RuBsia. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 111. — The recent heavy 
rains have almost ruined tho crops in the 
north of Ireland, 

Dublin, Sept. 13. — Three moonlighter 
raids took place last night, all of them 
close to tho headquarters of General Sir 
Rodvors Buller. William Ou(fe, u bailiff 
who had made himself very obnoxious by 
his cruel treatment of women whom ho 
had recently evicted, went early Lo attend 
mass in Bellaire chapel.

Tho steamship Sardonyx, in tow of tho 
steamer Alexander, arrived in the harbor 
yesterday morning and made fast to 
Welch, Etithet ift Co. 'a wharf. On Mon- 
day evening tho steamer Alexander came 
alongside tho Sardonyx ;issho lay ground- 
ed on tho northwest rock of Gabriola reef, 
just inside where tho ship I'hrashor was 
wrecked. At about six o'clock Capt. 
Chriatonscn passed a hawser on board 
which was made fast to the bows, and 
upon tho first attempt she wjs hauled off 
into deep water. Her rudder post is torn 
away and ulao part of hor keel; her shaft 
ia brolcon, and her propeller gone. As 
the Eaquimalt drydock ia not quite com- 
pleted, tho steamship will probably be 
sent down to San Francisco to bo docked 
for repairs. 

OABKtOLA REEF. 
The locality of this mishap again brings 
Gabriola reef into unenviable promi- 
nence. All charts and sailing directions no- 
tify mariners that a beacon is placed there. 
We are, however, sorry to say that there 
ia nothing of the kind there with the ex- 
ception of a small buoy about the size of 
a live gallon beer keg, which it is almost 
impossible for any mariner to pick up 
until he is nearly on top of it. Thu 
reef is entirely covered, and extends 
nearly two miles out Irotn tho shore of 
Gabriola Island into tho Gulf of Georgia, 
about twolvo miles from Nanaimo, und 
directly in tho track of veaaols going to 
and from that port from the south. Tho 
whole locality is a succession of danger- 
ous reefs and rooka which should be plain- 
ly marked either by a light-houso, or a 
strong and prominent atone beaoon, which 
it i3 quite practicable to placo there. 
Already there have been large sums of 
money spent in the endeavor to mark this 
reef, but nothing effectual has dcou ac- 
complished, for tho buoys that have been 
placed there have been comparatively use- 
less, being soon torn from their moorings 
by the weather or strong currents that 
act in there, The late accident is one 
that can be attributed more to the neglect 
of the Dominion authorities ill not having 
a proper beacon there; for though there 
waa on co a skeleton buoy moored at the 
outer edge of the r.'ef, it loin not been 
there for at least the last eighteen months. 
If it had not been for tho skill of the 
masters of tugs there would have been 
many more accidents than have already 
occurred on this and other reels in tho 
vicinity. As it is, a sufficient number of 
disasters has occurred thereabouts to make 
it plain that tho takiue, of some efficient 
stops to obviate their recurrence should 
bo no longer delayed,

One of the 
four managed to find a British certificate, 
and Capt. WiIhou having made affidavit that 
the others had boarded the steamer at Vic- 
toria thoy too finally Btepped ashore with- 
out having accomplished their object, und 
a faro one way out of pocket. 

Ovtii iuiui Fare. 

Tho Canadian Pacific which opened 
a vigorous light against tho other trails- 
continental lines a fortnight ago in thu 
matter of frieght shipments, has now laid 
siege against its American rivals for passen- 
ger business. It has established a ^110 
tirst class round trip passenger rale from 
San Franoisco to New Vork.good for 80 days, 
and a $120 tirst elasa rale, good for sixty 
days. Regular single trip through rates are 
made in accordance with tho passenger 
rates of other lines, following their fluctua- 
tions, but keeping low enough to induce 
travelers who aro looking for cheap over- 
land tickets to patronize tho now routo. A 
fierce war is hound to ensue, and there is 
every prospect of a return to "bottom 
rates" this winter.

Air. Spratt -How many horse power is 
ongino ? 

If a Arm 
undertakes building of an engine without 
drawing or details you expect they will 
muke a good job, 

Pievious to above evidence Mr. Cart- 
mel read appendix marked U. 

Air. J, Spratt examined : 

Chairman to Mr. Spratt — When I took 
charge of the work tho engine nnd boiler 
wero completed with the exception of cut- 
ting Off tho shaft ; did not examine tho en- 
gine critically ; did not measure it; I changed 
tho position of the ongino at the electrio 
works — that is. altered tho position chosen 
for it by .Mr. Vigor; had I boon asked to 
draw the plan, etc., I should not have made 
it as Air. Vigor made it; should have work- 
ed at tho slide valve first; cannot say that I 
should have made the ports larger; would 
have thrown the valve away, not being of 
capacity with tha engine; don't think tho 
shell is too small, if tuore had been tubo 
surface enough in It ; thoie is 
ample grate surface; there is not 
too much; tho engine is too largo for the 
boiler; there should bo another boiler of 
tho same size lor the engine; thu tubes 
aro too small : Mr. Vigor had a chimney 
built in the dynamo room and the boilera 
faced Yates street, which necessitated a 
horizontal pipe running from tho britcken 
to the chimney some twenty feot; 
in order to give all the draft I could 
I changed the boiler end for end; there 
was no food-water heator, and I had one 
made; if 1 had not done that there would 
have boen no steam made at all; I believe 
tho elbows in tho exhaust pipe are cor- 
rect; I say this from experience; never 
saw any dutaila of boilera or engine. The 
agreement called for the completion of 
the engine aud boiler to bo built to Mr. 
Mr. Vigor's satisfaction; think that under 
tho agreement without details tho Albion 
Iron Works placed itself entirely at tho 
mercy of Air. Vigor and the city council. 
Tho works had no security against any 
whim of Mr. Vigor; would never have 
signed such an agreement; an obstinate 
man might have ruined the Albion Iron 
Works. Thu plan produced is merely the 
scale drawing uf an engine; it is not a 
working plan. 

To tho mayor— Never found any working 
plans to engine or boiler. Everything 
in connection with tho electric works ought 
to have been included in tho details. 

To tho chairman — Last night I went to 
the works and examined the sltdevalve; 
found that there ia no lead in tho exhaust; 
ordered a new valvo to be mado: it will be 
tried on Thursday morning, und I think 
tho dofect will bo remedied. 

Mr. W. T. Bullen— Decline to answer 
if there aro any working plans at the foun- 
dry of the ongino or boiler; if you see 
our tender you will see how the matter 
stands. 

To the chairman — I have produced all 
tho specifications that Mr. Vigor fur- 
nished the company with; couldn't toll 
who drew tho working plans; thoy wero 
drawn with Mr. Vigor's approval; do 
not consider myself an oxpert in such 
matters; do not recollect having seen tho 
working plans; do not know whore they 
aro now. Produce repurt of Messrs. 
Nicholas & Haynes, who found the 
engine according to plans as furnished by 
Mr, Vigor with a alight defect in slido 
valve. 

Mr. A. Hondrie— Was frequently at tho 
Albion foundry while tho engine and boi- 
ler were boing'built; saw detail drawings 
there; think I saw Mr. A Gray drawing 
tbetn under VIr' Vigor's supervision; did 
not see tho details after Mr. Vigor died. 
It is not usual to undertake an important 
job with all tho detail drawings; can un- 
derstand no good reason why any gentle- 
man connected with the Albion Iron 
Works should refuse to prod uco the de- 
tail drawings; think thu change in the 
slide-valve ia necessary. I have seen Mr. 
Vigor in the foundry passing tho details; 
think tho change proposed in the valvo 
will remedy tho defects to a certain ex- 
tout; larger pulleys on tho dynamos are 
necessary to enable tho engine to run up 
to 100 revolutions; tho two boilers must 
be used; the heating surface of the now 
boiler iH 000 feet instead of 300 feet as 
stated by Mr. Oarttncl; should recom- 
mend a condenser. 

Mr, D. C. Nicholas —Examined the 
olide-valve at tho olectrio light works; it 
had an exhaust lap; it is n cover on tho 
exhaust side of tho valvo: it causes back 
pressure) the engine works against itself; 
it can bo remedied by taking tho exhaust 
cover off tho valvo; it can bo chipped out 
or a new valvo made; have not examined 
the boiler Btilliciontly to express an opin- 
ion as to its capacity; tho tubes tire not 
largo enough for the kind of coal that ia 
used.

Gentlemen, — In compliance with your 
request that I should examine and report 
as to whether tho olectrio light machine- 
ry has, been built in accordance with tho 
specifications or otherwise, I bog leave to 
report as follows: 

I find that although there aro many 
parta of the engine are not built as re- 



quired by tho specifications, I also find 
that the plans from which the ongino was 
built woro endorsed by tho inspector ap- 
pointed by tho council, and in fact I find 
that both engine und boiler have boen 
built in accordance with plans beuritigtho 
signature of Mr. Vigor, who was appoint- 
ed by the council to superintend and erect 
the aaine according to hia own judgment. 

In my opinion tho boiler for tho new 
ongino has been built one-half too small 
to run the engine to the speed required, 
but tho old boiler, which has nearly tho 
same heating surfaco as the now one and 
if run in connection with tho now boiler 
will generate aulh'ciciif steam to unable 
thu new engine to run to tho apeed first 
proposed, namely, 150 revolutions uer 
minute, at which speed I have no doubt 
the now ongino will bo able to do all 
work required, as I find tho now engine 
now running the dynamos at a speed of 
100 revolutions per minute, with a 16- 
inch bolt having a velocity of 2-100 feet 
per minute, at which velocity aaid belt is 
capable of transmitting 04 horse power. 
If tho ongino is geared to run 150 revolu- 
tions per minute aa intended the same 
belt would havo a speed of 3000 feot per 
ininuto, capable of transmitting 9(3 horse 
power, which I think is sufficient to drive 
all the dynamos at present in use.

Siu, — In compliance with your request 
that 1 would make an examination of the 
engino and boiler which supply the mo- 
tive power for tho electric light machin- 
ery, I havo the honor to submit that I 
have this day made Mich examination us 
tho short time at my disposal would per- 
mit; and beg to report as follows: 

1. On comparing the boiler and ongino 
with the tracing ami specification placed 
at my disposal, 1 found aa regards their 
general outlines thoy hud been complied 
with; tho specification entering into no 
details of the steam porls and passages, 
or of tho slido valve, nor yet, with the ei- 
caption of the size of the furnace, any do- 
tail that would conduce tho proper and 
efficient burning of the coal. 

2. As regards tho boiler, I am of opin- 
ion that it is of sufficient size to supply 
the engine with the requisite amount of 
steam; aud the firegrate with good fuol 
and stoking larger than usually allowed; 
the heating surfaco being also as large as 
necessary. The furnace, however, which 
has an area of 20 square ft. is Oin. wider 
than tho outside diameter of the boiler; 
und this is, with tho exception of a alight 
rise at tho end of the furnace bars, con- 
tinued the full length of tho builer, a 
cavernous sp.ee of at least 300 cubio feet. 
Tho tubes are too stu.ill for the coal usod, 
being only 2.j internal diameter, and of a 
collective areu uf only 2GS square inchoa, 
which, on becoming dirty, further check 
the draught. 

The principal dimensions are — 
Fire grate surface, 20 square feet; 
Air apace between bars, 5 sq. feet; 
Area of air inlet to lire bars 
Area of tubus, 205 sq. in. when clear; 
Heating surfaco, MOO feot. 
To increase iho etlicioncy ot tho boiler 
I would recommend: 

a, That the boiler front below Ilia fur- 
nace lie cut away bo as lo allow an admis- 
sion uf air equal to thu space between the 
bars. 

/>. That the furnace be narrowed about 
1 ft, 

c. That the bridge bo built up to about 
1 ft. from die bottom of tho boiler and 
concentric with it, tho width being con- 
tracted to 2 ft. (i in. 

d. That this be continued as a fluo to 
tho end of tho boiler. 

e. That there bo too small oriBcus for 
admitting air over the tire at tho inner 
und of the furnace, to assist in consuming 
the binoke. 

3. Aa regards the engine: — An engine 
of theBo dimensions ought to run at about 
150 revolutions, giving a piston speed of 
IHO* foe' per minute, which, with an 
initial pressure of about 70 lbs., and 
cutting otf at jj the stroke, would generate 
about 100 H. P., nearly J H. P., per 
1,000 candle power on the dynamos; an 
ample allowance. 

In designing an ongino, one of the 
principal considerations is tho fret> omia- 
siou of tho steam after it has done its 
duty; in high pressure engines oxhaust- 
ing into tho atmosphere this ought not to 
excood 4,000 feot per minute; this, how- 
over would require a port area of 17 
square incheB, the actual area is lOjt. 
Another principal consideration is the 
proper dimensions of tho slido valvo. 
Although the exhaust port is too small to 
begin with, the slido only permits it to be 
upon full for a moment, the remainder of 
the stroke, it being either partially or 
wholly closed ; and that while tho steam 
port on tho other side was wholly open 
for some time, a largo amount of "inside 
lap" also closes tho exhaust port before, 
aud opens it later than tho steam port on 
the other side, thus causing an injurious 
amount of back pressure and cushioning, 
which thus accentuates thu original de- 
fect. 

These defects mo further accentuated 
by the eduction pipe, which beforu it 
reaches iho chimney contains 5 rectangu- 
lar bends, two of which are branches of 
the feed water heater. 

A partial remedy for these dofocts 
would bo to remove t ho slido valvo and 
supply one designed with a duo regard to 
tho work it has to do; but, I would recom- 
mend :

£ "So it is here you spend your nights 
Rambling, is it 1 Well, 1 have brought 
your little boys and your pet dog to 
witness your disgrace. Children, look 
at him." The astonished Mr, Tilt drop- 
ped his dominoes, stammered that he 
was glad to see his wife, and invited 
her to share a bottle of wine. She in- 
dignantly refused, and after a few 
more hot words, the woman with the 
children and clog left the parlor. But a 
moment later she returned with a raw- 
hide in her hand. Mr. Tilt saw it, arose 
and accompanied his wife to the street. 
Ar thoy reached tho sidewalk Mrs. 
Tilt began striking him, and he evaded 
but few of the blows. Castor and fast- 
er the whip descended, while the dog 
harked and the children cried. Finally, 
exhausted by her efforts, the angry 
woman ceased to punish him, called 
her children and Bruno and walked 
down Pierraont avenue towards home. 
Declining to answer the questions of 
bystanders, Tilt again entered the 
hotel, calmed down, ami resumed his 
^ame. To bis friends he said he at- 
tributed his wife's act to mental weak- 
ness, and evinced a disposition to keep 
the matter quiet. South Nyack people 
have not ceased to talk about Mr. 
Tilt's exploits a few weeks ago, when 
he found grocer Aaron Smith in Mrs. 
Tilt's company and chased the grocer 
into the darkness of Riverside park, 
Mr, Smith's haste being precipitated 
by die appearance of a formidable re- 
voiver clutched in Tilt's hand. Smith 
has since closed out his business and 
gone West. Tilt is a handsome man, 
35 years eld, and his wife is five yeata 
younger and good-looking. 

A Missing Beecher. 

San Francisco, Sept. 9. ---The Ex- 
aminers Washington special states 
that a local paper says that considera- 
ble difliculty has been experienced by 
the Auditing officers of the Treasury 
in settling the accounts of ex Collector 
Henry F, Beecher, and particularly in 
the absence of any explanation or in- 
formation as to Collector Beechor's 
whereabouts. When he gave up his of- 
fice on the 5th of last month to a Dep- 
uty, there was a transaction of $i0,- 
400 growing out of a seizure of a 
quantity of opium at Fort Townsend, 
W. T. made during Ijeecher's incumb- 
ency. It was his duty to deposit that 
amount to the credit of the Treasury 
Department, hut when his vouchers 
came along there was only §35,000 ac- 
counted for as deposited. This amount 
bad been put in the bank a few days 
before the Senate reached Mr. Beech- 
er's nomination. There was an appar- 
ent deticie icy of .*5,300 and letters and 
telegrams were sent to Port Townsend, 
San Francisco and other places where 
it was thought Beecher would be found, 
but up to date not a word of reply has 
been received, incidentally it is as- 
certained that the deputy left in 
charge of the office had expended the 
amount in question foi- the collecting 
of revenue, which, as he is not a bound 
officer, lie had no right to do. Mean- 
while the vouchers were held for ex 
planation from Beecher, and the Trea- 
sury officials say that since his course 
has been so unbusiness like there is 
not much chance of his ranomination 
bv the President. He was appointed a 
year ago last June, but at the time of 
his rejection by the Senate nothing was 
known of this opium affair.
